: Ibe secretary (Mr. F. J. Horne) having read

{he chairman said: Before proceeding to the 
business of ths meetiog I feel 1 must refer to 
the great sorrow with which we have heard of 
the death «f our vice president (Sir Elwin 
Palmer, K.C.B., K.C.M.G.)in Cairo, on January 
€s, from typhoid fever. It is a blow to myself 
ard others of the directors personally, and, al- 
thorgh we knew that we had to lose him from 
our bosrd in Egypt, we had hoped that for a 
jorg time to come this company, and oar allied 
lard compsny, might have the advantage of 
his advice and experience in any case of special 
need. Aasome of yonuare doubtless aware, Sir 
Elwin Palmer was Financial Adviser to the 
Government of Egypt when the Delta L ght 
Railways was first onder corsideration, and 
took the greatest interest in the formation. 
From those days to the close of his life we 
could always count on his cordial assistance 
and on bis great local business experience. You 
will doubtless, es usual, take the report as 
read, and | will firat refer to the circomatances 
which necessitated the adjournment of this 
meeting. As our b»siness has increased, ithas 
bicome more and more difficalt to get our ac- 
counts completed, audited both here and iv 
Egypt, passed by the Egyptian Government, 
and sentout to the pr prietore—especially to 
those abroad—between September 3 (on which 
day oor fiuancial year has hitherto ter- 
minate?) and the close of the same calendar 
year Our steff in the eccoants department, as 
elsewhere, is kept down to our normal require- 
ment , sud, in con-eqaeroe of representations 
made to us from Egypt of the andae pressure 
thus put opon them, and also of the general in 
convenience of having this heavy work to attend 
to at the commencement of the basiest seasou 
cf the year, we had already decided upon a 
change to March 81, which will bring our 
mesting in future into the early part of July, 
probably. Oo the first occasion (i.e., for the 
current period) the accounts will necessarily be 
for six months only. Before, however, the 
change cruld ba effected, we were faced with 
the addition of the Helouan Railway, which 
this‘compsny bas scqaired, and the facts of 
these dcconnts having been differently kept, 
and in adifferent Isngoage and for different 
psriods from ours, of the concession being 
dissimilar, and some matters of detail requiring 
investigation and explanation, it was impos- 
tible to get the accounts compiled by the asual 
time, and even now those for the whole ander- 
teking are not in sll respects as complete as 
those of the Delta. 1 am, tor this latter reason, 
compelled to confine myself to a few general 
remerks tpon the result of the working of our 
undertaking a8 a whole, and, as you wl! bave 
gathered from the omi-sion of some Helouan 
figures from our report, in view of the explana. 
tirn sbove given, it is only in regard to the 
Delta Railways proper that pine give you the 
usual amount of information. 


The inclusion of the Helonan Railway has 
added 6 miles to our length, wh:cb, with av 
~average for the year of 174 miles added to our 
former property, gives us &@n average open 
milesge for the year ander review of 550 miles. 
‘lhe He'ovan Railway, yoo may be aware, is 
on the English gause (4 It. Shin.) ; the rest 
of oor system is on the narrow gauge (2 ft. 6 
in } This is not very material, ss the two do 
not connect, though both, I may mention, do 
s> with the Egyptian State Railways, which 
are 4fr. 8 in. gauge. In the one case our 
wagons are interchangeable at the junction ; 
iv the other goods have, of course, to be tran- 
thipped. The sddition to our barrow gaoge 
waa tbat of a branch from Kanayet to Sabraght. 
Since the close ot our financial year eight and 
a half additional miles have been opened 
n connection with the Afteh Edfina and Cairu 
Quarry branches, and the lines now under 
constraction will afford us continaous addi- 
tions at early dates. Other Jires are ready t: 
be undertaken in, the Bastern and Gherbieb 
provinces, Onr average receipts per mile open 
have risen from £822 to £377, ard per mi'e 
per week from £6 34.

MONEY AND SHAREWOMARKET.

London, Febraary 2. 
The Money Market. 


The same policy porsaed -by the Bank of 
England, that of keeping up the rate of money 
in the market, béing continued, there is no 
easing off at present, and the bill-brokera are 
naturally discontented at aceing large quanti- 
ties of bills going abroad for discount at a rate 
like 3 $4, which is teing paid in Germany, 
when they have to ask 4 per cent. In the long 
tan, however, there is no donbt that the Bank 
is right, as reserves would certainly dwindle if 
the market were left to itself, and discounts 
much reduced. At the eame time their ref :ral 
to see a deputation from the Joint Stock 
Banks on the subject was not courteous. They 
are only charging } per cent. over Bank rate 
for loans, instead of 1 per cent., and this 
minoes matters somewhat. : 

The tendency among the big banks and 
financial houses to pursue an altra-conserva- 
tive policy until after the Moroceo conference 
is concladed, continue:, and no eisa ef the 
money situation is likely tobe experienced for 
auother month or more. At the same time, 
the present rates do not interfere with legiti- 
mate business, and specalation is already re 
daced to a minimum. 


Gilt-edged Securities. 

Ths stock markets have a pendulam tend- 
ency, but the general movement in firat-class 
securities isin an upward direction, and Con- 
sols have touched 904. The closing quotation 
for theese to-night is 90}. 

Foreign Bonds. 

Certain antounded ramoara, one respecting 
the alleged inteation of the Japanese Govern- 
ment to issue, in the near future, another 
foreign loav, caused Japanese stocks to be very 
doll'in the early part of the woek, and the 
quotations generally were lower, bat the 
absardity of the stories that were circalated 
has bean reslised, and a mach better tone now 
prevails. Yesterday the pric3 rose}, aad ths 
advance has been maintained to-day. Russians 
also have been dall, bat thay ara now firmer 
at 83}, a rise on last week of 1}. 


Rallways. 

Notwithstandiog the favourable dividend 
reports, the home railway market, for some 
reason not easy to petceive, has been very 
quist throaghonc the week, and there has been 
no feata:e of inverest. The reluctions in the 
divideads of the Metropo.itan and The North 
Loudon, the former from 1§ to }% and the 
latter from 5 to 44 as compared with the cor- 
responding period in the previous year, dd 
not help matters. 

Egyptians. 


The Bgyptian market has shown a little 
more lile during the past week, and prices have 
advanced all round, especially in National 
Bank ot Egypt, which rose rapidly yesterday on 
strong baying, and closed 1 64—1%. They finish 
to-day at 272 -§. The last issue should be 
about 6} —4 pm. The rise in National Banks 
would seem to predict an exceptionally impor- 
tant appointment in the piace of Sir Blwia 
Palmer, and much curiosity is exhibited in the 
market as to who Sir Elwin’s successor will be. 
Many names are mentioned, including Sir 
Vincent Corbett and Harari Pacha, bat nothiug 
officral has transpired, and the suggestion of 
such names is merely gue-s-work. It is realised 
thata very strong man is required, and we do 
not doubt that the Governors realise this, as 
the future of the Bank will seem to largely 
depend upon this appointment. It is certaimy 
a good sign that the shares are rising.
